Claims 7 and 8 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art does not suggest the compressor plug cap assembly as 
claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination 
including the perpendicular conductors and receptacle terminals, the opposed pair of 
tabs, and the fence substantially surrounding the plug including apertures receiving the 
tabs as claimed.
